For instance, a large watch 
factory has gone extensively into the 
manufacture of cyclometers and is hav­ 
ing difficulty to keep up with the orders. 
Another manufactory devoted to the 
making of knitting needles is now w ork­ 
ing night and day turning out nothing 
but bicycle spokes. The m anufacture of 
pneum atic tires has become a separate 
branch of the rubber business, and sev­ 
eral former hose factories have devoted 
their energies to it exclusively.

tion of a naphtha free from paraffin cr 
other oily,m atter for use in rubber ce­ 
m ent.—Chicago Inter Ocean.
